Republican Democrat 
Coalition Defeats 
Administration Group 


WASHINGTON, (l)—The senate 
receives the Hatch “clean politics” 
bill for concurrence in minor house 
changes today. Then is goes to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for his signature or 
veto. 

Mr, Roosevelt’s position on the bill 
is not known. It is designed to sep- 
arate politics from relief and pro- 
hibits all federal government em- 
ployes except the President, the 
vice president, cabinet officers, and 
other policy making officials from 
all political activity, including par-| 
ticipation in presidential nominating 
conventions. It could cripple a na- 
tional political machine. 

The bill was passed by the house 
late last night after its opponents 
had used every parliamentary ma- 
neuver they could think of to de- 
feat it. The vote was 242 to 133.

PITTSBURGH—A new King Lion 
was crowned today when the inter- 
national convention of Lions Clubs 
elected Alexander T. 
T. Wells of New York City presi- 
dent of Lions International. Wells, 
who is a lawyer, served the past year 
as first vice president and was Unit- 
ed States representative upon the 
International Council of 
Clubs. He succeeds retiring presi- 
dent Walter F. Dexter, state super- 
'intendent of public instruction in 
California. 

The voting concluded a four-day 
convention climaxing the associa- 
tion’s greatest year of growth. In the 
past twelve months charters were is- 
sued to 557 new Lions Clubs, an all- 
time high, and more than 17,000 net 
gain in membership was reported to 
the convention by Secretary Gen- 
eral Melvin Jones of Chicago. Lions 
Clubs are now the most numerous 
service club in the United States 
and Canada. There are 3,500 in the 
association, with a membership of 

125,000. 

The new president is a native of 
New York City where he has always 
lived. He was educated in the pub- 
lic schools and at St. Lawrence 
Academy, New York; Dwight Pre- 
paratory School and the New York 
Law School. He has been a mem- 
ber of the Bar of the State of New 
York for the past thirty-three years. 

Wells has held many offices both 
in his own Lions Club and in the 
International Association. He is a 
past district governor of New York 
state, has served on the board of 
directors, was chairman of the com- 
mittee on international relationships 
for one year, and in 1936 was elect- 
ed third vice president. In succeed- 
ing years he has been unanimously 
elected to fill the second and first 
vice presidencies.

Arrangements to handle locally 
voting by growers who do not re- 
ceive ballots through the mail are | 
now made, and growers will be no- 
tified of polling places as soon as 
possible. 

The proposed program includes 
the following major provisions: 1. | 
Regulation of pear shipments by | 
minimum grades and sizes named in 
the agreement; 2. Provision for 
changing such minimum grades and 
sizes after the first year of the pro- 
gram’s operation; 3. Federal-State 
inspection of pears shipped inter- 
state or in foreign commerce, 
4. Proration of administrative ex- 
penses among handlers; 5. Exemp- 
tion of pears shipped for gift pur- 
poses; 6. Establishment of an ad- 
ministrative committee of 12 mem- 
bers and their alternates, compris- 
ing one grower and one shipper 
member and alternate from each of 
the two districts in each of the three 
states.

| Lower Humidity Forecast 
| Holds Promise Of Greater 
| Danger During Weekend

THE state and federal forest of- 
fices in Placerville reported Friday 
; noon there were no known fires in 
ithe county.

F.R. HITS VOTE 
‘ON NEUTRALITY 


Chance For Business 
Revival Missed, He 
Tells Press Conference 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., (WP}—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today that re- 
fusal of the senate to act at this 
session on neutrality has killed off a 
nice little business boom and will 
have an adverse economic effect un- 
til next January. 

Mr. Roosevelt, speaking at a press 
conference, again emphasized that. 
full responsibility for refusal to re- 
vise the neutrality law must be ac- 
cepted by the senate. The senate, he 
said, is gambling against the possi- 
bility of war this year, and the re- 
| sult of its refusal to act will have: 
an adverse economic effect. 

With the international situation 
and its effects on this country high- 
ly uncertain, the President said, the 
business men of the nation will hes- 
|itate to make commitments because 
| they can have no idea of what form 
of neutrality bill will take if con- 
gress acts on the issue when it 
meets again next January. 

Accepting the fact that the sen- 
ate will not act, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
all he can do now is pray that there 

will not be another serious crisis in 
Europe before congress meets again. 
He said, however, that a crisis alone 
would not force him to convene con- 
gress for a special session, pointing 
out that.other crises have come and 
gone without developing actual war.

ROME, (lP—A world speed record 
for trains was claimed today for 
Italy’s fastest train, which made its 
inaugural run yesterday, over the 
316 kilometers (196 miles) between 
Florence and Milan in one hour and 
55 minutes, or an average of approx- 
imately 100 miles an hour. :

KING REHOBOAM, who was 
the subject of last week’s les- 
son, “slept with his fathers and 
was buried in the city of 
David: and Abijah, his son, 
reigned in his stead.” Abijah did 
battle against Jeroboam and de- 
feated him and took from him 
many cities, but he too passed 
away, and his son, Asa, reigned 
Over Judah. 

Asa “did that which was right 
in the eyes of the Lord his God.” 
He broke the images that had 
been erected to strange gods, 
took down the altars and cut 
down the groves. His realm was 
full of peace for ten years and in 
that time he built fenced cities 
with walls, towers, gates and 
bars so that, the story says, 
“they built and prospered.” 

Asa had a good-sized army, but 
after these peaceful years he was 
attacked by Zerah, the Ethiopian, 
who had many more men and 
chariots than did Asa, the ac- 
count says a thousand thou- 
sand—or a million. It probably 
means only a great host. 


Badly Outnumbered 


The two armies faced each oth- 
er in the valley of Zephathah, at 
Mareshah. So badly outnumbered 
was Asa that he ‘cried unto the 
Lord his God, and said: ‘Lord, it 
is nothing to thee to help, wheth- 
er with many or with them that 


our God; for we rest on Thee, and 
in Thy name we go against this 
multitude. O Lord, Thou art our 
God; let not man prevail against 
Thee’.” 

And the Lord “smote the Ethi- 
opians before Asa and before 
Judah; and the Ethiopians fled.” 
Thus Asa proved that obedience 
to what he knew was right and 
faith in God brought its reward. 

But Asa did not all his life 
obey God as he did in the begin- 
ning. After the battle, when his 
army, with God’s help, defeated 
the Ethiopians, Azariah, son of 
Obed, was visited by the Spirit of 
God, and he went to meet Asa and

walked in the way of the Lord he 
would be successful. “Be ye 
strong, therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak: for your 
work shall be rewarded,” he told 
Asa. 

So Asa took courage and put 
away all the idols, even the one 
his own mother had set up in a 
grove, and he even removed her 
from being queen because of her 
idol worship. It is said that ‘the 
heart of Asa was perfect all his 
days,” and there was no more 
war until the 35th year of his 
reign. 

Asks Aid of Syria 

In this year, however, Baasha, 
King of Israel, came and built 
close to Judah so that Asa could 
not come out and no one could go 
in to him. Now, instead of having 
faith in God that He would help 
him in this dispute, Asa sent 
presents to the king of Syria, re- 
minding him of their league, and 
urging him to break any cove- 
nant he might have with Baasha 
and help him, Asa. And Benha- 
dad, King of Syria, listened and 
sent his armies against Baasha, 
attacking many cities, so that 
Baasha stopped building against 
Asa and went home. 

Now Hanani, the seer, heard of 
this and chided Asa for his lack 
of faith in calling on the Syrian 
king instead of on the Lord. Asa 
was angry with the prophet for 
this rebuke and put him in prison. 
On the whole, however, Asa was 
a very good king and died in the 
39th year of his reign. 

Faith in God and the ultimate 
good is @ very wonderful thing. 
Very few seem able to feel it. 
Many profess faith and say they 
“cast their burdens on the Lord,” 
but we find them worrying just 
the same. If we had a true faith 
that right would triumph and 
that God orders our lives and will 
help in all our troubles, we would 
never fret, would we?

! WASHINGTON (lP—The postof- 
fice department figured it will net 
Several millions of dollars from the 
issuance of its proposed series of 
‘stamps honoring 35 famous Ameri- 
‘cans. But it appeared that it also 
would net several million head- 
aches. 

Not all of America agrees with 
'the government’s selection of the 
35 inventors, authors, educators, 
poets, artists, composers an dsci- 
entists whose likenesses will ap- 
pear on the new stamps. 

Less than 24 hours after the de- 
partment announced its plans for 
the series, complaints began arriv- 
ing. 

Lots of people wanted to know 
why Thomas A. Edison wasn’t in the 
department’s list of inventors, which 
included Alexander Graham Bell, 
Samuel F. B. Morse, Cyrus H Mc- 
Cormick, Eli Whitney, and Elias 
Howe. The department explained 


that a stamp already had been is- 


sued honoring Edison for his inven- 
tion of the electric light. 

But the department didn’t explain 
why it omitted Edgar Allen Poe from 
its authors—Ralph Waldo Emreson, 
Mark Twain, Washington Irvine, 
Louist May Alcott and James Fen- 
imore Cooper. Others said what
